Italy that the bombardment was delayed pending peace proposals.

So the 
truly honest man Is 'from principle, 
and that honesty from principle gives 
one the spiritual power to resist 
evil.' 


' Health an Attribute ef God. 
It Is true that ' orthodox .Chris- 


tians generally accept this teaching 
as It relates "to tccnptations of sin; 
but Christian Science' accepts the 
same .teaching as it relates to temp- 
tations of sickness. That Is to say, 
we recognize that health Is Just as 
much'a characteristic or'attribute of 
God as 'are honesty and .goodness, 
and' therefore the Individual makes 
the same mistake who believes that 
his health is a personal possession

who believes

sonal . possessions. 
We 'save our

SOME WORK FOR THE 
WINTER. 


Between now and the time next year when the 


municipal tax levy must again be fixed and the city 
appropriations made, the administration should equip 
itself thoroughly with knowledge as to what it should 
recommend in respect of a new garbage disposal sys- 
tem. 
This ought to be- gone at without delay during 


& season when the weather forces a suspension of out- 
door public work and the board of works has more 
leisure for the investigation. 
The council has de- 


clared, while condemning the old garbage crematory 
that another tax levy should not be made without in- 
dudjng in it a provision for raising a garbage disposal 
'fund. When the time comes to put such provision in 
the levy the board should be ready to enlighten the 
council as to what is needed and what the probable 
cost of it Trill be. Nor should the council neglect to 
gain information on its own account. Meanwhile, the 
Commercial club has authorized that at its own ex- 
pense and under its auspices the designer and con- 
structing engineer of the most modern and complete 
garbage reduction plant in the country be brought here 
to make a thorough survey of the garbage situation and 
report what in his judgment this city ought to d 
solve 'its garbage disposal problem. The argument 
that there is no hurry, that there is almost a year in 
'which to investigate should not be considered. There 
is need of haste, for the sooner the inquiry is begun the 
greater pledge there is that it will be thorough. With 
the Commercial club's investigations to supplement its 
own inquiries the city government ought to be well 
'•nough informed by next fall to go ahead in the mat-

Pa., the second of the sort to take place in that state 
within a generation, has greatly shocked the country.

GAMBLING IN FOOD PKOI>VCTS.

It is hard to give room to any sentiments of pity for 


the Turkish government. 
It is arj anachronism in 


Twentieth century politics. 
The revolution of two 


years ago has failed to realize the hope nf the civil- 
ized world and the promise of events to give'Turkcy 
some sort of a position among enlightened 
nations. 


Turkey is a survival of the middle ages and for all 
the atrocities against civilization of which she has heen 
guilty in modern times should he wiped out as a gov- 
ernment and would be, but for the "necessary balance" 


•in European affairs. Of the war with Italy not much 


will come save a rather humiliating peace and very 
probably another revolution. 


Mayor Lew Shank, of Indianapolis, conceiving that 


the commission men were responsible in large part 
for the high prices of potatoes to the consumer, 
shipped in a carload of potatoes from Michigan and 
sold them at cost plus the expense of shipping and dis- 
tributing them.

At all events, the commercial adventure of the mayor 
'was not unworthy of a mayor. 
If it proves that Ihe 


prices of potatoes are artificially raised and sustained 
or if it proves they are not, the fact will very well be 
worth knowing. 


More than one cabinet "officer in recent years has 


"talked his head off." We trust that is not going to 
be the self-imposed fate of Mr. Ballinger's successor. 
Secretary Fisher is a mighty fine man and has great 
capacity for his office, trying as it is in many respects 


Kress in Kansas City this week, the prohibition of deal- 
ings in futures Involving footf products and cotton, has 
been advocated many years chiefly by farmers and plant- 
ers, and mainly because they believed that such opera- 
tions tended to depress prices. 
At times when large 


speculative deals were under way and "corners" in nat- 
ural products were attempted, there has been a wide- 
spread demand' for thp suppression of speculation on 
the ground that, it unduly inflated prices. 


With -the two elements of population — the producers 


and the consumers — opposing speculation, on opposite 
grounds, it might be imagined that there would not 
be much difficulty in obtaining legislation to effectually 
simpress trading in futures. 
Dozens of bills for this pur- 


pose have been introduced in congress, but, none of them 
has ever got up to the president for his signature. 
The 


reason is that no effective way has been devised for 
abolishing the gambling transactions without at the same 
time Borionsly "interfering- with the legitimate business 
of economically merchandising grain and cotton. 
8 Solely for the purpose of conserving the morals of 
the community, without any consideration nf the ma- 
terial aspects of the problem, the suppression of gambling 
in farm products and all other forms of gambling, would 
meet the hearty approval of all citizens except those who 
profit from these demoralizing, operations. 
The most 


objectionable medium for this species of gambling, the 
bucket shop, has been almost 
completely suppressed 


after many years of effort. 
But. in the rase of operations 


on the boards of trade and the exchanges, which ar« 
carried nn with legal and 
enforceable 
contracts, no 


method has yet heen devised for differentiating between 
the transactions entered into in good faith as a. part of 
the legitimate merchandising of products and those which 
are obviously for mere gambling. 


Careful students of the methods of handling grain 


•uid cotton 'argue that the system of dealing in futures 
makes It possible to merchandise those crops with a 
smaller margin of profit to middlemen than are ob- 
ainert from the business in any other similar product, 
and that it also tends to equalize prices through the 
year; in other words, that prices average higher during 
the harvest season, and lower at the end of the crop 
v»ar than If warehouse men and millers had no means 
of protecting themselves against loss when they accumu- 
late large supplies in the after-harvest rush to market, 
for use later in the year. 
Whether the evils of the system are great enough 


to justify the sacrifice of its benefits, by entirely wiping 
It out is" a Question which has nevej- been settled by the 
numerous committees of congress who have investigated. 
the subject.

The marshal did not say so, but one 


of the 'prominent temperance workers 
said this was largely due to the fact 
that Garrett has no saloons. ' There 
have been none here for'the last two 
years, due to the fac t that DeKalb 
county was voted "dry." 


"But notwithstanding this record re- 


garding disorder and criminal'affairs, 
the saloons are coming back to Gar- 
rett. They will be here 'on the Proc-. 
tor law schedule time. Monday, No- 
vember 27. And the Thursday follow- 
ing will be Thanksgiving 'day. 


The reason why the saloons are 


coming back is that not enough hands 
•will probably be raised '1n protest to 
prevent their return. They will come 
back not because the .people want 
them back, but because, the Proctor 
law, by its provisions, makes the town 
"automatically 
wet" 
after the 
two 


years "dry" limit has expired, and this 
expires November 27. 


"What's the use?" said the temper- 


ance worker quoted above. 
"Under 


the present law the liquor element has 
the best of it In the fight to keep out 
the saloons. 
The provisions of the 


Proctor, law are favorable to their, in- 
terests. 
With the county option law 


In force DeKalb would vote 'dry,' but 
It is probable that under the present 
law Garrett would 'vote 'wet.'" 


There is talk of remonstrances beinc 


filed, but nothing has been done yet 
in that direction. The city will be en- 
titled to four saloons. 
Tt will not be 


difficult to find applicants for the li- 
censes to conduct these saloons.

Spectators See Utter Ruin. 


Spectators, many of whom barely 


escaped being victims of trie disaster, 
and hundreds of 
others from 
sur- 


rounding towns, looked down from the 
steep hillsides on Austin through a veil 
of fog to see the wreckage of some 400 
houses, ,a score of"" business blocks, 
three churches, and several large lum- 
ber mills. Three 'miles further down 
the river, at Costello, more than fifty 
buildings were in ruins. 


The flood did not spend Its force un- 


til it raced for more than ten miles 
from the reservoir. Wharton. sti!'. fur- 
ther on. suffered somewhat, but is' 
practically intact. 


During Saturday 
night 
searching 


parties, with engine headlights, auto- 
mobile lamps, pine torches, and im- 
provised lanterns of every sort, poked 
their way into every pile of -wreckage 
that was accessible, seeking any who 
might be alive, but scarcely a body 
was found in which life was not ex- 
tinct. 


The night had been one of hardship 


and horror which severely tested the 
mettle of the men whom circumstance 
had pressed into first' aid rescuers of 
the flood devastated village. 


Devastated Area Defined.

tion of Austin covers an area of three- 
eights of a mile -wide and one and 
hree quarters "miles long.

paper mill had as thriling experiences 
as any. There were 250 handset work 
when the flood came. 
Fifty of them 


were young women empoyed on the^ 
first floor.

M. A. Deveroaux, who was employed 


n the grinding room, grasped

THE TEN LOST TRIBES. 


Thar* Is Evidence That Descendant! 


of Abraham Lived in Ohio. 


(Philadelphia Inquirer.) 


In a region Of cc »-itry 'near the To- 


plla hills, in Mexico, explorers found 
Interesting evidence of ancient art. 
These are mounds, twenty or more in 
number, the sides of which were con- 
structed otf loose layers of smooth and 
uniform blocks of concrete sandstone: 
but most of the layers nad fallen from 
their original position, and were found 
in laree masses near the 'elevation. 
The blocks of stone, with a surface 
eighteen Inches square, measured about 
six inches in thickness, and appeared 
o have been laid without mortar, or 
other adhesive material. 


Some'of these mounds are of a, cir- 


cular and others of a squar^ form: but. 
unlike most of those found in other 
parts of the 'country, they were not 
laid 'out.-with any degree of regularity. 
On the top of one of the lamest there 
had evidently been a terrace, though 
it was difficult to define its outlines or 
judge of its extent. 


The principal elevation covers an 


area of about two acres. At the base 
of this mound was a sla.b of stone 
about seven 'inches In thickness, well 
hewn, and of a circular 'form, having 
a hole through the center, and resting 
upon a circular wall, or foundation, thn 
top of 'which was 
level 
with 
the 


ground. This stone measured four feet 
nine Inches in 'diameter. 


On removing It n well WM 'discov- 


ered, tilled up with hrokon stone nnd 
fragments of pottery. The 'upper side 
of the 'stone removed bore evidences 
of having been 
originally wrought 


with ornamental lines: nut these lines 
were so much obliterated by time ajid 
exposure to' the weather that 
they 


could not be traced. 


Stone coverings In wells have hcen 


found in the ancient works 'oh the 
main branches of Faint creek, Ohio, 
bearing a strong resemblance to the 
one here noticed; ana"It Is also worthy 
of remark that wells covered In this 
way strongly resemble the descriptions 
of those used In the"patriarchal ages. 


Much of an argument might he made 


from such an Isolated circumstance as 
this to confirm the opinion entertained 
by some able writers 'that the aborig- 
inal Inhabitants of 'America were the 
descendants of Abraham—the lost ten 
tribes who revolted under Rehoboam, 
the son of Solomon, and were carried 
away into Assyria. Many a fair theory 
has been erected upon a foundation no 
broader than this, nor more substan- 
tial, and many a volume has been 
written to sustain the shadowy fa.bric. 


On the top of this mound a mild fir 


tree, more than a hundred feet high, 
was found growing luxuriantly, indi- 
cating by its size and age that 
the 


mound on which It stood was not the 
work of modern builders. 


The walls of the smaller mounds had 


invariably fallen Inwards, a circum- 
stance which led'to the conjecture that 
they had been used as burying places. 
For, as the bones within would, in 
process of time, decay 'and moulder 
into dust, the loose, walls, ha.ving no 
cement to hold them together, would 
gradually settle in upon 'the ashes of 
the dead. 


The ground for several miles around 


.was strewn with loose, hewn stones of 
various shapes, and broken 'pieces of 
pottery, evidently parts o£ household 
utensils; also fragments cf obsidian, 
which no doubt had been 'used as 'the 
knives and spears of a -people, respect- 
ing whom little Is known, except that 
they were a warlike race and far ad- 
vanced in the arts -of civilization. 


The nearest point where this min- 


eral can be obtained is Pelados, not 
far from the City or Mexico. 
The

One of the first things a stamp col- 


lector needs to learn is the difference 
between engraved, 
lithographed 
and 


surface printd or typographed stamps. 
The first adhesive postage stamp ever 
issued—the one-penny, in 
:S40. 
of 


("iresit 
Brtiain—was 
engraved, 
and 


practically the same process that was 
used then is used now in producing 
our present United States stamps. The 
first step in engraving is 10 carve the. 
design of the stamp on the surface of 
a soft -steel plate. This plate is then 
hardened, and a "hub" of soft steel is 
rolled over it under great pressure, and 
takes a reversed impression: that Is, 
the lines which were cut in on the 
plate are now in relief. 


The hub, in turn, is hardened and 


rolled over a fresh plate of soft steel 
or copper, transferring to it as many 
impressions as are desired for a sheet 
of stamps. United States stamps are 
generally printed in sheets of. 400— 
twenty each way. • . 


The final plate, like the first, has the 


lines which are to show in color on 
the stamp sunk in it. After the plate 
has been inked, the surface is wiped 
clean, leaving ink in the lines only. 
The paper, dampened, is pressed on 
the plate and absorbs the ink in col- 
ored ridges. 


The method of lithographing stamps 


consists in drawing the 
design 
in 


greasy ink on the surface of a special 
kind of absorbent stone. 
The ink la 


then rubbed - oft. and 
there 
remain 


grease lines in the stone. 
Before the 


printing Ink is applied the stone is wet, 
and as the grease lines alone repel the 
water, they alone "take" the printing 


ink. It -will not stick to the wet por- 
tions o£ the design, which are there- 
fore white in the finished stamp. 


You can usually tell the difference 


between engraving and lithographing 
by moving the edge of the linger nail 
lightly over the surface of the stamp. 
The engraved stamp will feel hard and 
rough, like the surface of a fresh bank 
note; the lithographed stamp will feel 
smooth.
